14 Notwithstanding their great age many of these 
palm leaf MSS are exceedingly well preserved and I feel no 
hesitation m saying that, with reasonable precautions they 
w ill last as long ogam as they have lasted already The state 
in which the MSS were made over to me did eertatnly not 
indicate that any particular care had been bestowed on tlicir 
preservation yet m most cases the material of which they 
consist shows no signs ot decay awl the writing is ai, clear 
and distinct as in the best modem paper MSS These facts 
tend to tlivproie the generally prevailing notion that MSS 
m India will not last bejond a few centuries and give rise to 
the hope that wc may jet discover in the old libraries of this 
country MSS far more ancieot than those which have been 
obtained alreadj 

When the MSS were first brought to me ihej formed 
huge bundles of palm leaves in which frequently the leaves 
of one MS were mixed up with those of one or more other 
MSS I have mj self examined ever) single leaf havcwiththe 
help of my assistants put logclhcr what belongs together and 
have had the leaves of each MS pul between wooden boards 
so as to ensure their preservation and to facilitate their being 
used by other scholars
